and licensing of plumbers and the 
establishm ent of boards for inspec­ 
t i o n and licensing and because of 
non-agreem ent over the best way of 
adm inistering it, the com m ittee de­ 
cided to allow the plumbers, the state 
industrial com m ission and the state 
i board of health to draft a substitute! 
bill. 
The present bill would infringe 
som ew hat upon powers vested in the 
industrial com m ission 
and 
health I 
board. 
The bill provides tor a state board 
of 
plumbers of three m embers, 
a 
state plum bing inspector and local 
plum bing boards. 
The latter may be 
< rested at the will of the com m on 
councils for their respective cities. 
It was argued that the fees called for I 
by the bill would obviate additional 
I expense by the mate. It was stated 
• there are 004 m aster plumbers and 
10.2.a4 journeym en plumbers in the 
state, and that from the fees paid 
the state would receive about $20,- 
000 and the cities about $9,673 the 
first year. 
Assem blym an Gannon 
said

nearly 25 states have such a law, and 
declared that to prevent further ill­ 
ness and disease 
from

plum bing in W isconsin a sim ilar law 
was an absolute necessity.

the law is not proposed to apply ex- 
jcept w here councils vote to adopt it.

MOTER? PENSION 
LAW OVERRULED 


Franklin Club Decides in 
Favor of Negative at 
Debate Last 
Night 


After a short deliberation, the jury 
returned a 2 to I verdict in favor of 
the negative 
side of the Franklin 
club debate, last night, “ Resolved, 
that Wisconsin should enact a lawr 
granting dependent mothers a pen­ 
sion.” 
On the affirmative side of 
the question were Mr. Johnson, Pro­ 
fessor H. Hayden and Mr. Taylor. W. 
E. Barber, Mr. H. Spence and Roy 
Ahlstrom defended the negative side 
of the question, and won by their 
proof that such a law’ would not 
benefit as a whole. 
Mr. Johnson was the first speaker 
i for the affirmative side. 
His chief 
argument was that four progressive 
states, namely, California, Oklahoma, 
Ilinois and Michigan, had enacted 
the mothers’ pension law'. He held 
that through poverty the home was 
broken up. 
Mr. Barber followed with convinc­ 
ing arguments for the negative. He 
declared that such a law as the moth­ 
ers’ pension would discourage labor, 
and build up a dependency. 
He held 
that work helped the mother and 
I children to become initiative, and 
that the law would discourage citi­ 
zenship. 
Mr. Taylor held that when all the 
children of a family were allowed to 
grow up till of a fair age under the 
care 
of

mother,

; majority of cases they would turn 
out to be good 
citizens.
